PAPER CONTROL RESOLUTION 
INTRODUCED BY REP. DILLON 


Representative Dillon Presents Bill for Control of Output of 


Paper Which Provides for “‘a Fair Profit Per Ton to 
the Owners of the Mills’—Francis J. Heney Returns 
from Trip to West and Finds Conditions Worse in West 
Than in the East—New Specifications Committee Ar- 
ranged—Washington Interested in A. N. P. A. Deal 
Recently Concluded with Northcliffe Interests. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 30, 1917—A joint resolution was in- 
troduced in the House last week by Representative Dillon, of 
South Dakota, in connection with the control of the output of 
paper which, strangely enough, makes a provision “allowing a 
fair profit per ton to the owners of the mills.” The resolution 
is based on the “defense” principal. It reads: 

“That for the term of the war and the emergency occasioned 
thereby, the President be, and he is hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to supervise, control and regulate the production and 
distribution of all paper, pulp, and pulp products in the United 
States, and, if necessary, he is authorized and empowered to 
take over and operate on Government account any or all mills 
producing paper, pulp or pulp products to be equitably dis- 
tributed at a reasonable price, based upon the cost of production 
and distribution, allowing a fair profit per ton to the owners of 
the mills. All charges made for print paper shall be just and 
reasonable, and every unjust and unreasonable charge for such 
paper is prohibited and declared to be unlawful. 

“That the President is further authorized and empowered 
to take all proper steps to secure the co-operation of the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada to the end of fully ef- 
fectuating the objects of this act. 

“That the President shall have power, by proclamation, to 
declare that imports into the United States, during the present 
war emergency, of paper, pulp and pulp products shall be made 
only on Government account, if and whenever he shall deter- 
mine such steps to be necessary, in order to fully effectuate the 
objects of this act.” 

The resolution has been referred to the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

The Washington Star, which, as before noted in the PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL, is selling print paper below the price local 
jobbers can obtain it, prints the following story in connection 
with its saving of print paper: 

“Washington has another print paper. 
Through the use of a paper-cutting machine recently installed 
by the Star it is estimated that fully 75 per cent. of the print 
paper, which has been considered waste previously, because of 
unavoidable damage, may be saved. As 1% per cent. of the 
entire amount of paper used yearly by the Star—a total of 
6,000 tons—has been waste, this means that the 75 per cent. 
reclaimed is equal to sixty tons each year. 

“In transit and in the press room a certain portion of the 
paper is necessarily injured, and heretofore has been considered 
as waste, inasmuch as it was thereby made unfit for its original 
purpose. These injuries, at the end or near the side of the 
rolls, while of such a nature as to make the paper unfit material 
on which to print the Star, often leaves a large proportion of 
the product unhurt. Then, too, frequently no inconsiderable 
amount is left on the ‘spool’ after the regular editions of the 
paper have been run off. Through the paper-cutting machine 
this paper may be converted into sizes for use in a variety 
of ways.

“Several publishers of country newspapers have taken ad- 
vantage of the fact that the Star is selling this ‘reclaimed’ 
paper at reasonable rates, and have bought large quantities of 
it. Numerous job printers have also availed themselves of 
the opportunity, the paper proving particularly adaptable for 
‘dodgers’ and other work in which they specialize. 

“Through the use of the paper-cutting machine the pape 
can be cut to any size required up to 98 inches. In order t 
cut this size, however, the paper has to be folded. For th 
most part 50 inches, the width which may be obtained withou 
folding, is sufficient. The demand so far has been for tl 
large sizes, but it is believed that when it becomes know 
throughout the city that the paper-cutter is helping to con- 
serve paper in a new way a demand will be made for sma 
sizes for various purposes. 

“Employees of the Star have taken a deep interest in th 
new. step in the paper conservation campaign. It has bee 
pointed out that, should every large daily in the country insta 
a paper cutter, the amount of paper saved yearly would | 
enormous.”

$3 f. o. b. the seaboard. In addition to the paper produced at 
the Northcliffe plants the A. N. P. A. is to control also the 
ground wood and sulphite which is turned out there, which is 
said to be in excess of that needed for the paper manufactured. 
It is the purpose of the association, so they aver, to sell this 
raw material to those mills who need it to enable them to 
manufacture their paper at a lower rate than at present. 


Mr. Heney on Conditions in Far West 


Francis J. Heney, special attorney for the Federal Trade 
Commission, has just returned from an extended trip on the 
West Coast, during which time he investigated the paper situa- 
tion on the coast in response to many complaints that have 
reached the commission since it first began its paper 
investigations. 

In a talk with your correspondent Mr. Heney said that he had 
found conditions on the West Coast even worse than they 
have been here in the East, both as regards news print and other 
kinds of paper. This, he said, in spite of the fact that the mills 
out there are manufacturing more than enough paper for their 
actual needs.

New Addition to the Concern Is Equipped with All the Mod- 
ern Conveniences—New Department Located in Building 
238 x 40 Feet Specially Erected for It at a Cost of 
$16,000—Strike in Hamilton Is Still Unsettled—Plant of 
the Champion Coated Paper Co. Has Been in Partial 
Operation, with Chances Favoring Full Operation of the 
Plant Shortly—Mr. Beckett with Diem & Wing Co. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 1, 1917—A new modern coating plant 
has just been placed in operation by the Wardlow-Thomas 
Paper Company, of Middletown. In a large brick building, 
located just west of the paper mill, new machinery has been 
installed at a heavy expense and Middletown now possesses 
one of the up-to-date paper coating plants of the country. 

The building in which the new department is located is 
238 feet in length and 40 feet wide and was erected at a cost 
of $16,000. It is well lighted and ventilated and contains all 
of the modern features of up-to-the-minute construction. 

The front part of the building is occupied by the shipping 
department with all of the necessary appurtenances. Imme- 
diately to the rear the new machinery has been installed. One 
of the chief products of the company is flour sack paper. One 
side is blue and the other drab, and it is the drab side of the 
paper which is coated in the latest addition to an important 
Miami Valley industry. There are said to be few coating mills 
of this kind in the country. The machines are located so as 
to coat paper to the width of 63 inches. 
on the second floor. 

A modern air system is used in the drying room. The moist 
air is drawn out underground through large registers in the 
floor and is discharged into the outer air at the rate of 10,000 
By the same system fresh air is con- 


The coating is mixed 


cubic feet per minute. 
stantly entering the drying room. 

The Wardlow-Thomas company is steadily advancing both 
in the output and character of its work and has made a number 
of changes and improvements of note. The order books are 
well filled. Harry L. Brooks is the superintendent of the plant. 


Strike Situation in Hamilton 


The strike situation in Hamilton is still enigmatical. Just 
when all differences will be adjusted cannot be stated. Last 
week when it appeared that the chief difficulties of the mill men 
and manufacturers were practically over trouble broke out 
again. 

The molders, who went’ to work a few days ago at the 
Black-Clawson paper machinery plant after a two months’ 
strike, walked out again on July 25 when one coremaker re- 
fused to join the union. 

There was little change in the situation at the Champion 
Coated Paper Company’s mills which had been placed in par- 
tial operation with chances favoring complete operation of 
the plant during the week. However, the union paper makers 
say they are still on strike. Some of the paper makers, how- 
ever, have returned to work, and it is hoped to be able to con- 
tinue running the plant. 

The textile workers at the Shuler & Benninghofen woolen 
mills are still out, and it is not known when they will return 
or when an effort will be made on the part of the company 
to resume operations. During the trouble the plant has re- 
ceived many improvements and repairs, and when the wheels 
again move it will be in better shape than ever. 


After working four days following a strike of two months 
at the plant of the Niles Tool Works, the men again walked 
out last week. A conference of the union committee and off- 
cials of the plant was held at once without result. One hy 
dred men walked out. Officials of the company declared th 
their refusal to unionize the plant resulted in the latest strik 
It is stated that when the men returned to work early 
week they agreed to waive the closed shop idea and not 
discriminate against any employee. However, this agreemer 
is said to have been violated by the men when they ax 
struck. 

It was said at the plant of the Champion Coated Paper Con 
pany that no arrangement had been made with the un 
machine tenders. The 1,400 employees of the mill not invol 
in the trouble who were out of work by reason of circumstar 
beyond their control were glad to return to work. 

The announcement early last week that all of Hamilton’s 
labor troubles were at an end came like a thunder clap from 
a clear sky and the news was hailed with delight by all interests. 
3ut it seems that the settlement was not as lasting as miclit 
have been hoped for. State and national officials who thought 
their worries were ended are back on the job in the hope that, 
when the men return to the various establishments the next 
time, written agreements will be kept. 

Manufacturers are awakening to the need of a progressive 
policy and the cultivation of the spirit that will bring together 
the office men, officials and shop workers in closer co-operation, 
welded into one great brotherhood, animated by splendor of 
accomplishment.

New Addition to the Concern Is Equipped with All the Mod- 
ern Conveniences—New Department Located in Building 
238 x 40 Feet Specially Erected for It at a Cost of

Dayton, Ohio, August 1, 1917,—A new modern coating plant 
has just been placed in operation by the Wardlow-Thomas 
Paper Company, of Middletown. In a large brick building, 
located just west of the paper mill, new machinery has been 
installed at a heavy expense and Middletown now possesses 
one of the up-to-date paper coating plants of the country. 

The building in which the new department is located is 
238 feet in length and 40 feet wide and was erected at a cost 
of $16,000. It is well lighted and ventilated and contains all 
of the modern features of up-to-the-minute construction. 

The front part of the building is occupied by the shipping 
department with all of the necessary appurtenances. Imme- 
diately to the rear the new machinery has been installed. One 
of the chief products of the company is flour sack paper. One 
side is blue and the other drab, and it is the drab side of the 
paper which is coated in the latest addition to an important 
Miami Valley industry. There are said to be few coating mills 
of this kind in the country. The machines are located so as 
to coat paper to the width of 63 inches. The coating is mixed 
on the second floor. 

A modern air system is used in the drying room. The moist 
air is drawn out underground through large registers in the 
floor and is discharged into the outer air at the rate of 10,000 
cubic feet per minute. By the same system fresh air is con- 
stantly entering the drying room. 

The Wardlow-Thomas company is steadily advancing both 
in the output and character of its work and has made a number 
of changes and improvements of note. The order books are 
well filled. Harry L. Brooks is the superintendent of the plant. 

Strike Situation in Hamilton 


The strike situation in Hamilton is still enigmatical. Just 
when all differences will be adjusted cannot be stated. Last 
week when it appeared that the chief difficulties of the mill men 
and manufacturers were practically over trouble broke out 
again.

PRICES OF PAPER IN CANADA 
ARE HOLDING UP VERY WELL 


Business, However, Is Only Fair and Does Not Compare at All 


Favorably with the Demand of a Year Ago—Representa- 
tives of American Mills Are Said to Have Been in Canada 
Seeking Business to Keep Their Mills Going—Actions of 
Some of the Prominent Toronto Dailies Apparently Indi- 
cate that Publishers Expect a Higher Rate Than 2!

Toronto, Canada, July 30, 1917.—Trade in general in Canada 
is quiet, while business is fair, still it appears unusually quiet 
when contrasted with the remarkable activity of last summer, 
when everything was rushed to the limit in the way of produc- 
tion. Most plants have orders enough on hand to carry them 
over the warm weather period, and all concerns are looking for 
an active fall turn-over and higher prices.

Biggest Developments in the Pulp and Paper Industry in Canada 
at Present Are Taking Place Along North Shore of Lake 
Superior—Some Substantial Ventures Are Already in 
Progress and Numerous Others Are Under Negotiation— 
Sulphite Mill of the Port Arthur Pulp and Paper Co. 
at Port Arthur Is Rapidly Nearing Completion and Is Ex- 
pected to Be in Operation in Early Fall. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTrEAL, Que., August 1, 1917.—The biggest development in 
the pulp and paper industry in Canada today is taking place in 
the Port Arthur and Fort William districts along the north 
shore of Lake Superior. The recently completed transconti- 
nental line of the Canadian Northern Railway has opened up 
huge tracts of pulp wood easily reached from these growing 
centres, and all kinds of schemes are either under way or under 
negotiation for the erection of pulp and paper mills. 

Astonishing progress has been made with the erection of the 
sulphite mill of the Port Arthur Pulp & Paper Company at Port 
Arthur. The construction is being carried out by the company 
itself, under the direction of Mr. Pounsford, the general man- 
ager, who was formerly safety engineer for the Ontario Pulp 
and Paper Mills. 
fifty tons per day capacity, is now approaching completion and 
will be producing this fall. The product will be disposed of 
largely to mills controlled by the Provincial Paper Mills. 

J. J. Carrick, M. P., has a site chosen at Thunder Bay, not far 
from Port Arthur, for the paper mill which he proposes to 
In the syndicate back of this project the interested par- 
ties include Bermingham & Seaman, the big paper dealers with 
headquarters at Chicago. The syndicate has leased large timber

At Foleyette, half way between Subury and Port Arthur, the 
Canadian Northern Railway is cutting the timber off four town- 
ships. They are erecting large sawmills and are making pulp 
wood, ties and lumber, all of which find a ready market 


Looking for Pulp Wood 
Montreal is constantly being visited by representatives of 
mills in the Eastern States, who are looking for pulp wood, with 
a view to offsetting the threatened shortage. Among those 
recently in Montreal in this connection were J. A. Outterson, of 
Carthage and New York, and A. P. McKinnon, of the Ameri- 
can Forest Products, Watertown, N. Y. The keener demand 
seems to be for pulp wood rather than for pulp, although the 


latter is in good demand. 


Plenty of Water 
As regards water supply for power purposes, this is one of 
the best years the country has experienced for a long time. All 
over Eastern Canada the level of the water is unusually high 
for this time of the year, and consequently mills are able to 
keep going at capacity. 
The Car Situation 
Generally speaking, there is a fair supply of cars for pulp 
and paper shipments for all the mills except those situated in 
outlying districts.

The expected weakness has been long in coming and th 
price situation has been stubbornly maintained, but now that

the mills.

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NEW METHOD OF WATERPROOFING WRITING PAPER 


Shingo Kuroki, of Tokio, Japan, has just been granted a patent 
on new and useful improvements for waterproofing writing 
paper. The invention comprehends, briefly, certain improvements, 
hereinafter fully described, in the preparation and treatment, from 
a chemical standpoint, of the paper whereon the writing or mark- 
ing is to be made, whereby such paper is rendered suitable for 
use in connection with metallic styli, the object of the invention 
being to obviate defects ordinarily existing in the usual methods 
of writing in which pens and ink or pencils are employed. 


Invention Makes Marks Permanently Legible 

According to the invention, the paper to be used is subjected 
to successive treatments with various chemical substances, with 
the result that a writing surface is formed thereon, on which 
marks made by a metal stylus are readily and permanently legi- 
ble, such marks having a sharp or clear appearance which does 
not change color nor fade with time, nor smudge, and being of 
uniform color, as opposed to the different degrees of shade or 
pencil writing. Also, the 
paper itself maintains its original whiteness or color, and does 
not blacken with age. 

In carrying out the invention, the sheets of paper to be used 
are first treated with a dilute solution of gum arabic, which is 
sprayed over either or both surfaces thereof in any desired man- 
ner and with the aid of any suitable device. Powdered white 
clay, which may contain a certain amount of fine, hard sand, is 
then scattered uniformly over the surface or surfaces of the 
paper; and after the surplus powder has been removed, a mixture 
composed of two parts, by volume, of castor oil, one part of 
benzene and one part of vaseline, is applied thereto by means of 
a roller. 

Oxidized zinc in powdered form may, if desired, be mixed in 
equal quantities with the powdered clay, to sharpen or render more 
clear the marks written upon the paper; and half a part, by 
volume, of camphor oil may be added to the above mixture of 
oils for the purpose of eliminating the odor thereof. 

Writing is performed in the usual way upon the paper, and 
at the completion of the writing operation, the letters, characters 
marks found to have a clear and sharp ap- 
pearance, and a uniform shade or color which will not fade out 
with age, as previously stated; while the paper likewise tends

Results Produced by Powdered White Clay 

These improved results are due primarily to the use both of 
the powdered white clay in place of the white paint more com- 
monly utilized, and of the non-drying castor oil instead of the 
drying oil usually employed as a solvent for the paint, because 
of the fact that the white lead contained in the paint has the 
tendency to oxidize in time and thus turn the paper black, while 
a part of the drying oil gradually evaporates and thus lessens 
the smoothness of the writing surface, in consequence whereof 
the movement of the stylus thereover is impeded. On the other 
hand, the clay used according to the present invention does not 
become oxidized, and hence, does not tend to blacken the paper, 
and the castor oil produces no such roughening or hardening 
of the writing surface as does the more generally used drying 
oil. 

It is important, however, to apply the powdered clay to the paper 
in the manner described above, before commencing with the oil 
treatment, for if the clay and oils were all mixed together and 
then applied by means of a roller or the like to the paper, the 
clay might form deposits which would impair the 
smoothness of the writing surface. Furthermore, it is desirable 
to add both the benzene or other volatile oil and the vaseline 
mentioned above to the non-drying oil, since the latter, if used 


separate 


alone, could not be satisfactorily applied as a coating for the 
writing surface. 

While it is essential to the invention to apply the powdered 
clay to the paper before the latter is treated with the oil mixture, 
yet it is possible to incorporate the powder in the pulp durin 
the manufacture of the paper, instead of dusting it on a finis| 
sheet of paper coated with gum arabic or other adhesive, |; 
deed, the incorporation of the powder in the pulp is, in 
respect at least, preferable to the first-mentioned mode of 
plication, since paper so prepared may again be written on a! 
writing previously made thereon has been rubbed out by me 
of an eraser; whereas it is practically impossible to obtain sharp, 
dark writing on paper which is merely coated with the powder, 
after having rubbed out the previous writing, due to the 
that the passage of the eraser over the writing surface necessarily 
has the effect of removing some of the powder.

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Forcing News Mills Into Other Lines 


The interesting news comes from Watertown, N. Y., that 
Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Company, 
which for some years past has been a prominent manufacturer 
of news print paper, has been making changes of equipment 
for the purpose of entering more largely in the production of 
specialties, in which he believes the more or less immediate 
future promises better returns than does news. 

The devastation of the Adirondack forests of their spruce has, 
as is well known, compelled the news print paper manufacturers 
of New York to seek their pulp and pulp wood supplies in 
increasing quantities in the forests of Canada, and the difficulties 
that have been experienced recently in getting sufficient supplies 
of the Canadian product and in getting speedy transportation 
of what they could get have created present problems that could 
not be easily solved. 

Because of these difficulties Mr. Carlisle has been credited 
with the statement that in ten years there would not remain a 
single manufacturer of news print in his part of the State. The 
inference in the report sent out is that Mr. Carlisle is looking 
ahead and is gradually preparing his mills, if he is correctly 
quoted, to meet the new conditions which he sees approaching. 

The Government at Washington for a long time past has not, 
judging from its actions, been kindly disposed to the news 
print industry in this country. Ever since the reciprocity fiasco 
of the Taft Administration the industry in this country has 
failed to expand, and after the failure of the protective policy 
in the last national election one prominent paper maker did 
not hesitate to assert that no more news print mills would be 
built in this country in the next four years at least. Signs are 
multiplying that this was not an ill-advised remark. On the 
contrary, the indications seem to be increasing that not only 
may this prophecy prove altogether correct, but that mills 
already in this line, influenced by natural conditions and hostile

law makers, may turn their machinery to other 
lines where the returns are more alluring and where there is 
less likelihood of Government interference. 

Congress ought not to fail to take into consideration this 
phase of the situation and ought not by its hostile actions perhaps 
force practically out of business in this country altogether a busi- 
ness of such importance as the news print industry. Such absurd 
price fixing measures and foolish propositions looking to the 
regulations or control of the manufacture of news print, how- 
ever, as have been agitated in the present Congress, will be 
certain to hasten such a consummation,

Census of Maine’s Paper and Pulp Industry 


Statistics compiled by Hon. Roscoe A. Eddy, of Bar Harbor, 
the commissioner of labor and industry for the State of Maine, 
have just beeen made public. 

Ten thousand, three hundred and sixty-six men, 1,048 women, 
two males between the ages of 14 and 16 years, and six females 
between the ages of 14 and 16 years, were employed in the pulp 
and paper industry during the past year, according to the returns. 
Forty-two concerns reported to the department that the value of 
their product for the year amounted to $32,483,045.09, while the 
total amount of the payroll for the year was $7,675,215.54, the 
largest individual payroll being $748,425.59.

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SCIENTIFIC MANAGEMENT IN A PAPER PLANT” 


The Authors Present in Considerable Detail the Outline of the Development of Scientific Methods as Applied to 


the Ordinary Manufacturing Plant. 


To Make This a More Concrete Illustration the Discussion Is 


Centered in the Plants of the Eastern Manufacturing Co., One of the Largest Concerns in 


the Country Manufacturing Writing Paper as Its Final Product. 
(Concluded. ) 


During the progress of the development in the paper mill, steps 
leading toward the standardization of methods in the sulphite- 
pulp mill were in progress, and soon, as a result of the satisfac- 
tion with the bonus system in the paper mill, there was a demand 
on the part of the men for the introduction of bonuses in the pulp 
making. 

The results of the introduction of the standards and of the 
bonuses are illustrated by curves in the diagrams presented in the 
pages which follow. It will be seen by reference to Fig. 12 that 
the increase in the production in the pulp mill from 1914 to 1916 
was very large, while at the same time the materials used per ton 
of pulp were greatly reduced. This is notwithstanding the fact 
that previous to 1914 the quantities of materials used per ton of 
pulp were as low as in the average pulp mill. 

Of special significance in the treatment of the pulp mill is the 
fact that the increase in output and the greater uniformity in qual- 
ity were due directly to the establishment of standards of practice. 
Even when bonuses were introduced—and except in one or two 
instances these did not depend upon output—they were earned by 
following standard methods of procedure. This required a very 
high degree of skill and initiative on the part of the worker. 

Processes of Sulphite-Pulp Manufacture 

To bring out more clearly the development in the pulp mill, we 
will describe very briefly the process of making the sulphite pulp. 

Logs ranging in diameter from 4 to 12 inches, or even larger, 
and averaging about 6 inches, come to the mill in 4-foot lengths, 
and after cutting in two are barked, the bad knots are removed, 
and the pieces are run through a chipper which produces chips 
about % inch in length. From the chipper they are raised to bins 
over the digesters. The steel digesters, about 14 feet in diameter 
and 38 feet high, lined with acid-proof lining, are filled with the 
chips which are then covered with bisulphite-of-lime liquor pro- 
duced by a combination of sulphur gas and slaked lime. After 
cooking for a period of 8 to 14 hours varying partly with the char- 
acter of material, and partly with the judgment of the cook, the 
pulp is blown off into large tanks, being then of a consistency 
something like coarse, wet, short-fibred cotton. This pulp is 
washed in various ways, screened, bleached, and run either into 
wet sheets or rolls or in some cases pumped to the paper mill. 

As usually made, the pulp is extremely variable, consequently 
no two cooks have exactly the same quality. The purpose of the 
standardization was to overcome this lack of uniformity and, as a 
consequence, to increase the production. 

Quality of Wood 


Studies were made of the characteristics of different kinds of 
wood, such as slabs, green wood, dry wood, peeled versus barked, 
and so on, to determine the relative economy and the quality of 
the pulp turned out. It was found through this investigation that 
sometimes the cheapest wood was the most expensive in terms 
of per ton of pulp. 

Standardization 

The standardization of the pulp-making process involved, as it 

usually does, certain changes in plant as well as in methods of

second place, to put these into effect as standards. 


Bonus Installation in Pulp Mill 


As already stated, bonus work was not begun in the pulp n 
until it had been quite thoroughly developed in the paper m 
and then really as a result of 2 demand on the part of the oper 
tives for the benefits being derived by their fellow-workmen in t! 
adjacent mill. Before starting a bonus installation, many of th 
processes had been brought to a high standard of excellence a: 
were thus ready for further development. As a matter of fa 
the introduction of scientific management into a continuous process 
like a pulp mill, or the making department of a paper mill, consists 
more in the development of standards than in any routing or 
job analysis, which are so essential in other types of plants. 

The bonuses in the pulp mill are of special interest because they 
are equally independent of questions of output. They involve the 
study of each operation and the arranging of a reward for meeting 
the standard requirements in each individual case. In general, the 
process consists in finding just what is being done, making ex- 
tended investigations to determine the standards that should be 
fixed, and then introducing a plan for maintaining these standards. 
Two things must be always borne in mind, and neglect of these is 
responsible for many a failure in piece work and bonus work: 
First, no bonuses should be paid except on conditions for which 
the operative is responsible; and, second, the operator must know 
the plan and assist in working it out. 

To illustrate the first point: One of the authors, visiting a plant 
where certain superficial developments had been made, inquired as 
to the wages per hour that were being received on a certain class 
of work. He was told that the range was from 25 cents to 40 
cents. Asking why this great fluctuation on so simple a class of 
work, he was informed that it was entirely due to the character 
of the material which came to the worker. Now this was abso- 
lutely unfair, and penalized a man for something for which he 
was in no way responsible. 

In a pulp mill the first consideration of a bonus system suggest: 
the basing of bonuses on final output and quality of pulp. This is 
unfair to nearly all the men in the plant, because only a very few 
men are responsible for the output, the rest having simply a 
routine work to do to take care of the material which passes 
through their machines. In tead, therefore, of the uniformity 
scheme, each operation was considered by itself, and a bonus fixed 
to satisfy the requirement of individual responsibility. 

While the bonuses thus are applicable only to these individua!

The chief subject of interest the past week was the final com- 
pletion of the deal between the Paper Committee of the A. N. 
P. A. with the Northcliffe interests to secure the entire news print 
output of the Newfoundland plant. This means that the publish- 
ers, as they state, will have a quantity of about 60,000 tons of 
news annually to dispose of to publishers and have at the present 
time a quantity of 15,000 tons immediately available. This is “to 
relieve the present stringency” and to lower prices by providing 
a means of competing at lower rates with the concerns that con- 
tinue to maintain the protested high rate. The larger news print 
companies took the attitude that the effort was simply one of 
clubbing down prices and the view was expressed “that it would 
not be successful.” At the present time there is not a real scarcity 
of news print. In several quarters it has been learned that there 
is an abundance of news print and that the demand has fallen so 
that there is now an overproduction. Just how long this state 
will continue cannot be estimated. 

The removal of the embargo by Sweden upon pulp from that

effect in European markets will be to raise the price of chemical 
pulp in Sweden and will lower the price in Norway. Many ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was too early to state what the effect

tend to stiffen prices. Only as time passes can the full effect of 
the embargo removal make itself felt. 

There was a rumor among the trade that kraft had been gut 
$20 a ton. This rumor could not be verified. However, it well 
reflects the present market. Some jobbers for reasons purely 
psychological are trying to influence the course of the market by 
cutting prices to the bone. Of course, such practices demoralize 
the general tone and firmness of the market and render all prices 
This summer there have been noted several 
attempts of this nature to bear the market.

Mechanical Pulp Continues Quiet 

Mechanical pulp is still having a very quiet demand with little 
or no change over last week. The most serious factors that will 
affect this market are the transportation congestion due to lack 
of freight cars and the dearth of labor. The transportation sys- 
tem has eased off somewhat, but when it is considered that there 
is a shortage of over 100,000 freight cars a serious situation is 
readily seen, and as time goes on the transportation congestion 
will grow more marked. Trains will be needed to transport 
troops, munitions and the thousand and one calls of the govern- 
ment which have the preference in the present crisis. One of the 
largest concerns in the country has 40,000 cords of pulp wood on 
a railroad siding in Canada that cannot be shipped here because 
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of the traffic situation. Prices have remained steady. The com. 
monest quotations are $40@44 per ton, f. o. b. pulp mill, with the 
average price around $42.
